To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  fifteenth  Annual 
Report  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration.  Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services 
and  has  similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Ripponden  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Hepton.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  under  review  show  little 
change  from  the  figures  relating  to  previous  years.  The 
birth  rate  remained  relatively  low  and  was  again  exceeded 
by  the  death  rate,  which  was  considerably  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  country  as  a whole.  As  in  previous  reports, 
the  commonest  causes  of  death  were  those  associated  with 
age,  especially  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  systems, 
and  also  to  some  extent,  cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system.  The  figures  once  again  emphasize  the 
preponderance  of  aged  persons  in  the  community,  and  the 
anticipated  fall  in  the  population  has  been  confirmed  by 
the  1961  census,  which  gives  the  number  of  residents  in  the 
urban  district  as  only  9,409.  There  was  only  one  infant 
death  recorded  in  the  year,  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  7.4,  a figure  which  reflects  great  credit  upon  all  concerned 
with  the  care  of  expectant  mothers  and  babies. 
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Outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  did  not  present  any 
serious  problems  during  the  year.  Measles  which  was 
occurring  in  the  district  towards  the  end  of  the  previous 
year,  continued  in  the  early  months  of  1961.  A further  38 
cases  were  notified,  the  majority  being  children  in  their 
first  years  at  school.  Only  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were 
notified  in  Hebden  Royd  during  the  year,  the  lowest  number 
on  record.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  steady  reduction  in 
the  incidence  of  this  disease  as  a result  of  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  various  authorities  concerned  with  its  preven- 
tion and  treatment,  one  of  the  most  important  factors  being 
the  assistance  given  by  the  district  council  in  rehousing 
several  of  these  families.  The  approved  immunisation  and 
vaccination  schemes  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  continued  at  a satisfactory  level 
throughout  the  year,  and  protection  against  tetanus  is  also 
being  offered  in  conjunction  with  routine  diphtheria  immun- 
isation. 

As  reported  last  year,  a chiropody  service  has  been 
available  for  persons  of  pensionable  age  in  the  district, 
organised  in  Hebden  Bridge  and  the  Hepton  Rural  District 
by  the  Hebden  Royd  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and 
in  Mytholmroyd  by  the  Mytholmroyd  Sick  and  Welfare 
Trust.  In  1961  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  took 
over  the  service  for  the  whole  district  and  has  continued 
to  operate  the  scheme  in  association  with  the  County 
Council.  The  popularity  of  this  service  may  be  judged 
from  the  fact  that  438  persons  received  2,097  treatments 
at  the  chiropodists’  surgeries  and  a further  170  persons,  who 
could  not  attend  a surgery,  received  767  treatments  at  home. 

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  the  Mental  Health  Service 
and  details  of  the  work  carried  out  are  given  later  in  this 
report.  The  volume  of  work  has  proved  to  be  much  more 
than  was  at  first  anticipated.  Whilst  more  patients  have 
been  admitted  to  hospital  than  in  the  past,  they  have  tended 
to  stay  for  much  shorter  periods,  resulting  in  a more 
rapid  turnover  of  beds  and  increased  pressure  on  the  local 
authority  services.  The  mental  welfare  officers  have  been 
attending  three  out-patient  clinics  each  week  and  have 
formed  an  effective  link  between  the  general  practitioner, 
the  psychiatrist  and  the  community  services.  The  increased 
number  of  patients  referred  to  out-patient  clinics  is  indica- 
tive of  the  present  trends  in  the  treatment  and  care  of 
persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  in  the  community 
rather  than  by  admission  to  mental  hospital,  and  it  is 
noteworthy  that  in  those  cases  where  in-patient  treatment 
has  been  considered  necessary,  the  majority  of  cases  have 
been  admitted  on  a voluntary  basis. 
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The  second  half  of  the  Council’s  largest  clearance 
problem,  the  High  Street  area,  was  confirmed  in  1961,  and 
some  progress  was  made  towards  the  rehousing  of  the 
occupants.  Plans  have  been  considered  for  the  future  re- 
development of  the  site  and  also  for  the  provision  of  housing 
accommodation  specially  adapted  for  the  needs  of  aged 
persons,  as  this  type  of  housing  is  much  in  demand  in  the 
district,  and  will  be  required  more  frequently  in  future  when 
other  clearance  areas  are  dealt  with.  The  Council  has  now 
started  to  assist  with  the  modernisation  of  privately  owned 
houses  by  the  granting  of  standard  grants  and  discretionary 
improvement  grants  in  suitable  cases.  This  action  should 
help  to  prolong  the  useful  life  of  much  of  the  older  property 
in  the  district  and  improve  the  conditions  under  which  so 
many  families,  and  in  particular  old  people,  are  living  at 
present. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and 
to  thank  Mr.  Tindall,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  most 
willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous 
problems  of  the  Health  Department.

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SECTION  II 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hos- 
pitals under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals 
Management  Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included 
in  this  group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Hali- 
fax Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick),  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 
Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases 
in  children),  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  for 
mentally  subnormal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  ” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service. 

The  County  Council  took  over  the  control  of  the 
ambulance  service  towards  the  end  of  1947.  The  area  served 
by  the  Todmorden  Ambulance  Depot  now  includes  Hebden 
Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered  by  the  Halifax 
Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an  agency  agreement. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health)  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and 
Bradford  and  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at 
Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti -Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Hali- 
fax Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring 
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them.  By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  sup- 
plies of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use 
of  medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of 
reagents  for  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  immunisation 
is  also  available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who 
have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine 
is  also  issued,  as  available,  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangements.

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

PITT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.— The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in 
attendance,  together  with  the  Health  Visitors,  and  an  Ante 
Natal  Clinic  similarly  staffed  was  held  every  Tuesday  morn- 
ing. The  School  Clinic  was  held  every  Wednesday  morning 
and  was  attended  by  a doctor.  Sunlight  clinics  were  held 
every  Monday  afternoon  and  Thursday  morning. 

SCOUT  ROAD  METHODIST  SUNDAY  SCHOOL.— 
The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  attendance 
c-n  alternate  weeks.

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 
Midwifery  Service

midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  the 
Mytholmroyd,  Luddenden  Foot  and  Midgley  districts,

Analgesia 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas 
and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  necessary 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring 
it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District.  Their  areas  are  similar 
to  those  worked  by  the  two  midwives. 


D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with 
those  of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children 
and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives 
advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1961,  80  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 

worked  was  9,202  as  compared  with  9,742  hours  the  previous 
year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
?e , ^ounty  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
‘where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age  ” 
Of  the  80  cases  attended  in  1961,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons:—  63  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  17  maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and 
after  care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental 
illness  or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Halifax 
Royal  Infirmary  and  at  Todmorden  and  has  helped  to  forge 
a valuable  link  with  the  hospital  services.  She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace 
and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1961,  966  visits  were 
paid  to  190  households  in  the  division.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Waterworks  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twelfth  annual 
report  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 

Two  new  statutes  affecting  public  health  became  opera- 
tive during  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  and  the 
Housing  Act,  1961.  With  regard  to  the  former,  the  parts  of 
the  Act  which  concern  this  department  are  principally 
amendments  but  also  incorporate  a number  of  provisions 
from  local  acts  which  are  already  in  operation  in  this 
district  by  the  West  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act.  The 
Housing  Act,  1961,  is  mainly  concerned  with  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  which  has  not  so  far,  fortunately, 
become  a problem  in  this  district.  There  are  also  in  the 
Act  some  minor  amendments  to  the  provisions  relating  to 
Standard  and  Improvement  grants. 

The  High  Street  (No.  2)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
was  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  with  some  modifications, 
on  the  25th  August,  1961,  and  re -housing  of  the  occupants 
of  the  High  Street  Nos.  1 and  2 areas  has  proceeded,  vaca- 
tion of  the  houses  in  No.  1 area  being  almost  complete 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Council’s  water  undertaking  was  transferred  to 
the  Calderdale  Water  Board  on  the  1st  October,  1961.  All 
private  supplies  remaining  are  obtained  from  surface 
springs  which  are  always  liable  to  pollution.  The  number 
of  connections  to  the  Cragg  Vale  water  main  still  remains 
disappointing. 
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There  is  only  one  registered  common  lodging  house  in 
the  district  and  this  will  shortly  disappear  as  part  of  the 
High  Street  (No.  2,)  Clearance  Area.  Inspections  show  that 
it  is  conducted  in  a reasonably  satisfactory  manner. 

Throughput  at  the  slaughterhouse  increased  consider- 
ably, the  total  number  inspected  showing  an  increase  of  40 
per  cent,  over  the  previous  year,  the  highest  recorded  since 
the  slaughterhouse  was  re-opened  in  1954.  Once  again  there 
is  a decrease  in  condemnation  for  tuberculosis,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  percentage  of  cattle  found  to  be  infected 
with  Cysticercus  Bovis  remains  the  same. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  output  of  salvage  has 
exceeded  300  tons.  I think  we  have  probably  reached  the 
peak — indeed,  there  is  some  doubt  as  to  whether  we  can 
maintain  our  present  output,  for  there  have  been  unmistak- 
able signs  of  a recession  in  the  waste  paper  market.  Whether 
this  recession  is  likely  to  be  temporary  or  permanent  remains 
to  be  seen. 

I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  given  by  my  staff,  both  technical,  administrative 
and  manual.  Miss  Mills  joined  my  staff  in  November,  and 
has  already  shown  her  ability  to  absorb  the  many  and 
varied  jobs  associated  with  our  work. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  our  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Dr.  Gordon,  always  ready  to  help  in  the  solution 
of  a difficult  public  health  problem,  and  to  the  other  chief 
officers  of  the  Council  for  providing  certain  information 
from  their  records  for  inclusion  in  this  report. 

Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I say  how  much  I appreciate 
the  great  interest  you  have  always  shown  in  the  work  of  this 
department  and  the  support  you  have  given  to  any  progres- 
sive schemes  put  before  you.
